Season 

The  SFA  Lumberjacks  finished  the  1953-54  basketball  year  with  a 
season  record  of  twelve  wins  and  twelve  losses  and  a  conference  record  of 
three  wins  as  against  seven  losses.  But  the  bare  facts  don't  tell  the  story 
of  the  team.  On  some  nights  they  were  unbeatable,  others  they  couldn't 
beat  anybody.  Perhaps  their  main  characteristic  was  that  they  never  quit 
trying  and  playing  as  hard  as  they  knew  how,  even  if  fate  had  seemed 
to  turn  the  other  way.  For  instance  in  the  game  with  Rice  in  Nacogdoches, 
SFA  won  77  to  75  in  what  was  the  sweetest  victory  of  the  season  and  one 
of  the  best  basketball  games  seen  in  the  memory  of  local  fans.  SFA  hit 
54%  of  their  shots  that  night,  while  Rice  was  good  for  51%.  Rice  went 
on  to  share  the  Southwest  Conference  championship  with  Texas  univer- 
sity and  the  SFA  loss  was  the  only  non-conference  loss  of  the  regular  season.

They  tried  just  as  hard,  hut  were  able  to  hit  only  16%  of 
their  shots  and  lost,  59  to  82.  During  the  season  the  'Jacks  beat  two  other 
title  holders,  St.  Edward's  of  the  Big  State  Conference  and  Howard  Payne 
of  the  Texas  Conference.

Yet,  the  'Jacks  could  finish 
no  better  than  fifth  in  their  own  conference!  Paul  "Buster"  Alford  led  the 
way  for  the  Lumberjacks  both  in  scoring  and  in  rebounds.  The  co-captain 
had  335  points  for  a  14.6  average  and  194  rebounds  for  a  8.4  game  average. 
Buster,  who  played  forward  and  center  as  the  occasion  demanded,  was 
named  to  the  Lone  Star  Conference  All-Conference  second  team.  The 
other  co-captain,  Bobby  Flanagan,  received  honorable  mention  All-Con- 
ference as  did  Glenn  Pearson.  Flanagan,  Alford,  and  Cecil  were  the  three 
graduating  seniors.
